New Governor Boosts Libraries

Gov. George Nigh 


In an address to a joint session of the 37th legislature 


on January 9, Governor George Nigh expressed his 


commitment to better and continuing education for 
Oklahomans and submitted a recommended budget for 
Fiscal Year 1980 which would raise per capita funding for 
libraries by 15 cents. This represents a 141 percent in- 
crease over Fiscal Year 1979. 


The Governor told assembled legislators, “I have asked 
for an increase of approximately $600,000 to help 
develop our community libraries to better serve our citi- 
zens and support our belief in self-development. The 
bulk of the increase recommended, almost $400,000, 
will go directly to the local communities to support your 
local libraries. Current funding for these libraries is at 
11 cents per capita. Under my proposal, that support 
would be increased to 26 cents per capita.” 


Governor Nigh’s budget calls for a total expenditure 
for the Oklahoma Department of Libraries of $2,886,324. 
Nigh approved the addition of five full time employee 


positions for ODL which will raise the total work force 
to 79 when these positions are filled. A $264,679 capital 
improvement proposal for expansion of the records 
center building also was recommended in the budget. 


Robert L. Clark Jr., ODL director, commended Nigh 
on his commitment to libraries. ‘““The battle for a reason- 
able level of state aid to public libraries is more than half 
won with Governor Nigh’s commitment,” Clark said. 
“The Governor is well aware of the state’s fiscal responsi- 
bility to these educational institutions and moved the 
Department’s budget C&t@Seeeinto ‘education,’ removing 


it from the ‘museums and culture’ Category. Libraries

contributions of their institutions to local decision 
makers.” 


Clark aiso expressed his appreciation for the many 
citizens who voiced their support of state aid to Governor 
Nigh and to the Oklahoma Library Association for their 
efforts in behalf of increased state aid for libraries. 


Commenting on the educational nature of libraries, 
Nigh said “. . .I firmly believe the opportunity to learn 
should go beyond our public and formal education 
systems. Indeed, the purpose of these formalized systems 
is to encourage continued development and learning 
by the individual. This is the reason you will note that 
the requested appropriation for State libraries has been 
placed in the education portion of your budget docu- 
ment.” 


The Governor’s budget also provides $365,000 in 
funding for 74 library media improvement programs for 
the state’s public schools. The total Common Education 
program, with the administration costs, exceeds the 
Fiscal Year 1979 budget by $43.5 million for a total of 
$414 million. Nigh calls this an investment of which we 
can be proud and one which will help secure the future 
of Oklahoma. Governor Nigh, in his former capacity 
as Lt. Governor, gave a major address at the Oklahoma 
Governor’s Conference on Libraries and Information 
Services last Spring. 


Votes Tallied On 


Resolutions 


In an informa! poll conducted by the Oklahoma De- 
partment of Libraries, Resolution #2, voted on and 
approved by the official delegates to Oklahoma’s Gover- 
nor’s Conference on Libraries and Information Services, 
received the top priority listing. 

Forty-eight resolutions were passed by the delegates 
on May 2, the final day of the Conference. ODL re- 
printed these resolutions and mailed them out to lib- 
rarians and lay persons, requesting that the recipients 
rank them from 1 to 10 in order of importance. The 
questionnaire was sent to librarians, friends, trustees, 
state officials and to the Conference delegates. 

Among the 149 responses, Resolution #2 received 
the most votes. This resolution calls attention to the 
importance of having information available to a child 
during the formative years and requests that “. . .every 
elementary, junior high and high school should have a 
media center staffed by a certified librarian. . .” 

Resolution #1 was voted the second most important 
one. It urges libraries to seek out non-users such as the 
handicapped, institutionalized, isolated, minority, etc., 
and provide innovative and applicable services to them. 

Resolution #10 ran a close third. It urges the legisla- 
ture to see that not less than six percent of the total 
budget of each state supported institution of higher 
learning “. . .be appropriated for the exclusive support 
of library service and materials.” 

Other resolutions receiving high priority votes were 
ones requesting that state aid be raised to the regional 
average; the removal of physical barriers for the handi- 
capped patron; increased financing of school media 
centers; the restoration of federal funds for library con- 
struction; an increase in inter-library cooperation, and 
the establishment of a state-wide Friends of the Library 
organization. 

Two additional resolutions were passed at the Speak- 
outs held over the state as a followup of the Governor's 
Conference. In Oklahoma City, the following resolution 
was passed: “Whereas, Free citizens of all ages must have 
the right to choose for themselves what they will read, see 
and hear, and whereas, the library as a non-sectarian, 
non-ideological institution, must be free to provide equal 
opportunity of access for all to materials representing all 
points of view. Therefore, Be It Resolved that this con- 
ference reaffirm its strong belief in the library as a free 
institution in a free society, and the right of all to enjoy 
free access to all materials in the library.” 

The Tulsa Speak-Out passed the following resolution: 
“RESOLVED that current, well-written and appealing 
health education materials be made available to students 
through the schools and public libraries so that positive 
health habits can be learned at an early age.”

Accreditation 
Restored 


The American Library Association has restored ac- 
creditation to the School of Library Science at the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, according to a recent announcement 
by OU President William Banowsky. 

Accreditation was denied in June 1976 and since then, 
the school has renovated its curriculum, added four new 
faculty members, remodeled its facilities and raised its 
admission standards. Banowsky praised Dr. James 
Healey, school director, and his staff for their commit- 
ment and efforts to regain accreditation. Healey said an 
ALA accreditation team which visited the school in 
October seemed surprised that the program could have 
advanced so much in 21/2 years. 

The ALA team cited the school’s defined academic 
goals objectives, its integrated curriculum and its program 
organization in recommending accreditation Healey said. 
The team also was impressed with the faculty, the quantity 
and quality of research, the student body and administra- 
tion support, but called for a larger number of minorities 
in the student body and faculty. Healey said steps are 
being taken to correct this. 

The re-accreditation comes in time for the 50th anni- 
versary of the school, which will be celebrated later this 
year. There are about 85 students presently enrolled in 
the MLS program. Because of the reinstatement of the 
accreditation, graduates since June 1976 will be consi- 
dered graduates of an accredited school. 


Tulsan Receives Grant 


Dr. David Farmer, director of special collections for the 
University of Tulsa, has received a $35,000 grant for 
work with Cambridge University Press on two projects 
involving author D.H. Lawrence. The grant comes from 


- the National Endowment for the Humanities.

Children to Investigate 


This year marks the 10th annual ODL-sponsored 
State-wide Summer Library Program. Oklahoma 
youngsters will be encouraged to “Join the Investigators” 
by participating in the program at their public library. 

The Investigators theme was chosen to give libraries 
an opportunity to capitalize on the enthusiasm and 
planning which went into the 1978 Explorers’Club. Since 
anything which can be explored can also be investigated, 
Mary Ann Wentroth, OLD children’s coordinator, sug- 
gests that many ideas which you didn’t have an oppor- 
tunity to use last year can be incorporated in this year’s 
program. 

If your library is participating in the program, materials 
for the 1979 program (including a manual, posters, 
bookmarkers, certificates, etc.) should arrive by the 
middle of April. Film requests much reach ODL’s Audio- 
Visual Center by March 30. There will be no film rental 
fees for unaffiliated libraries using the Summer Library 
Program. 

Thousands of Oklahoma children have been involved 
in the program since its inception in 1969. Various themes 
have been used. State youngsters have been involved 
in safaris, treasure hunts, a regata and a circus. In 1971, 
libraries were turned into a maze and in 1978, an ex- 
plorer’s club theme was used. 

Last year, over 150 unaffiliated and multi-county 
system libraries in 70 counties participated in the Program, 
which brought some 55,700 children into public libraries 
across the state.

He is a flesh-and-blood human 

being, with biases, prejudices, feelings and emotions 

like our own. 
A PATRON IS a person who brings us his informational 
needs. It’s our job to satsify them for our mutual benefit.

Library News 


Bill Increases Aid 


The 1979 Labor-HEW appropriations bill signed into 
law by President Carter boosts the appropriation for 
major library programs (ESEA, HEA and LSCA) by 
$20,663,000 over 1978 figures. 

Funds for the Library Services and Construction Act, 
Title I is $62,500,000 a gain of $5.6 million. A 1979 
appropriation for interlibrary cooperation (Title III) comes 
to. $5 million. 

The nation’s school libraries got $180,000,000 in 
advance funding available under Title IV-B of the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education Act. Appropriations 
under the Higher Education Act include $9,975,000 in 
Title [I-A for College Library Resources; $2 million for 
Title II-B for demonstration projects; and $6 million in 
Title II-C to bolster the Nation’s research libraries. The 
National Library of Medicine got a budget of $33,444 000, 
and NCLIS (the National Commission on Libraries and 
Information Science) received $648,000. 

The appropriation was $33,638,000 more than the 
President wanted to appropriate.

Gerald Gibson, head of the curatorial section— Motion 
Pictures, Broadcasting and Recorded Sound Division— 
of the Library of Congress, will present a series of lectures 
on the Central State University campus in February.

16. 

Any requests received after March 31 will be confirmed 
depending upon the availability of films and prior book- 
ings. 

Suggested format for orders by mail is being sent to all 
participating libraries along with the Librarians’ Manual.

According to Library Board Chairman James

OLA Annual Conference

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Battelle Questionnaire Gets Results 


In May of 1977 the Oklahoma Department of Libraries 
contracted with Battelle Columbus Laboratories of 
Columbus, Ohio to do a needs assessment study of 
Oklahoma’s libraries, concentrating on its public libraries. 
This study is available on interlibrary loan from ODL and 
specific questions regarding the raw data and its interpre- 
tation should be addressed to: Beverly Jones, 200 NE

One area inspected by the study was the attitude of 46 
libraries which are a part of the eight systems in the state. 
Results of the questionnaire follow: 

Generally the staff of participating libraries were satis- 
fied with the way the systems idea operates. They felt that 
they had significant input into current planning although 
most had had no part in the original formation. 
Responses indicated that their communities appreciated 
the improved quality of service which was reflected by 
greater overall use. Local boards continued their regular 
meetings where they discussed local issues as well as 
systems services. All of those queried believed that they 
were better off by joining a system, and most felt that all 
counties in Oklahoma should belong to some type of co- 
operative. 

Several questions were asked regarding possible 
changes in the systems concept. Respondents thought 
that adding other types of libraries to the systems might 
have value, and mentioned university and college 
libraries, government and institution libraries, special 
libraries and school libraries in their decreasing order of 
importance. They did not feel that systems should be 
required by law, nor that state financial aid should be 
denied libraries which did not wish to participate in a 
system. But most agreed that it would be useful to use 
standards and criteria to determine eligibility for state and 
federal grants. 

Those queried approved the “demonstration library” 
as the most effective way of promoting library services 
and said that the role of the systems director was very 
important to its success. 

As might be expected, barriers to cooperation were 
listed as lack of public interest and lack of knowledge of 


potential library services, fear of loss of autonomy, 
resistance among librarians, uncertainty about how to 
implement cooperation and inadequate funding. 

Positive aspects for undertaking interlibrary coopera- 
tion were identified as the need to expand and improve 
existing services, cut costs, share resources and develop 
programs and projects which one library could not offer 
alone. 


OLA Conference 
‘Connects’ 


“Community Connection” is the theme chosen for the 
1979 OLA Conference which will be held March 22-23 at 
the Lincoln Plaza in Oklahoma City. James Alsip, ALA

“look at our most perplexing problems and their solu-

“Hot Topics” such as Oklahoma Library co-ops, the 
end of the card catalog and the power of paperbacks are 
expected to heat up conference activities. Three of the 
five General Sessions will feature such well known per- 
sonalities as ALA President Russell Shank, Gov. George 
Nigh, author George Plimpton and Dr. Samuel B. 
Gould, an authority on education. 

Two pre-conference workshops have been scheduled 
for March 21-22. A Workshop on Workshops will be held 
Wednesday and Thursday, March 21-22 at the Del City 
Library and a Census Data Workshop will be held on 
Wednesday, March 21 at the Oklahoma Department of 
Libraries.

The conference will conclude with the 5th 
General Session on Friday evening. 
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Board Amends Grants Rules 


The Board of the Oklahoma Department of Libraries 
approved five amendments to the rules and regulations 
for state aid grants to public libraries at the January 
meeting. 

The first amendment stipulates that local boards of 
trustees must meet at least quarterly. Next, the Board 
included CETA and General Revenue Sharing funds to 
arrive at the 75 percent operating expenditures which 
must come from local government sources before a 
library is eligible for state aid. 

Continuing education for staff got a boost from the 
third amendment which says that to be eligible for state 
aid grants, a library must encourage staff to take advan- 
tage of CE programs offered by ODL, professional 
associations and institutions of higher learning. 

The last two amendments stipulate that libraries must 
provide interlibrary loan service to their patrons and to 
other libraries in Oklahoma in order to qualify for state aid 
funds and that these funds cannot be used for capital 
expenditures such as building or remodeling. 

The number of libraries qualifying for state aid has been 
steadily increasing over the past few years. For Fiscal 
Year 79, 53 public libraries qualified for state aid grants. 
These grants ranged from $160 for Hinton to $37,000 to 
the Choctaw Nation Multi-County Library System. 


Sahmaunt To Represent 
Indians 


Dr. Joseph (Bud) Sahmaunt from Oklahoma is one 
of four delegates elected at the White House Pre- 
Conference on Indian Library and Information. Services 
On Or Near Reservations to represent the needs of these 
Indian people at the White House Conference next fall in 
Washington, DC. He is one of three lay delegates and 
one librarian elected to attend. 

Sahmaunt, who is a Kiowa, is associate dean of educa- 
tion at Oklahoma City University. He has been active in 
studies on the library and information needs of Indians for 
the past several years. 

According to Sahmaunt, the Pre-Conference was a 
“ground-level” approach to the library needs of Indians. 
“We surveyed the needs and viewed them as to what we 
need and what we have,” he said. “The thrust of the 
conference was how to establish library systems as tribal 
entities within their own jurisdiction and how to best 
administer to this constituency,” he continued. 

Sahmaunt said that a list of recommendations came 
out of the Pre-Conference. It is this list which he and the 
other three delegates will be submitting at the White 
House Conference. The recommendations concern 
funding patterns, better communications, a delivery 
system and the need to create better awareness of Indian 
library needs. 

A native of Meers, OK, Sahmaunt attended Elgin High 
School and has earned degrees from OCU, South- 
western State University at Weatherford and the University 
of Minnesota.

NEH Establishes Library Program 


The National Endowment for the Humanities has 
established a Public Library Program with a $2 million 
budget for Fiscal Year 1979. Goals of the new program 
are three-fold: to strengthen library programs that stimu- 
late and respond to public interest in the humanities; to 
enhance the ability of library staff to plan and implement 
these programs; and to increase the public’s awareness 
and use of a library’s existing humanities resources. 

To be eligible for the NEH grants, projects must focus 
on the humanities, or provide the perspective of the 
humanities on an issue or topic. Projects must include the 
participation of the adult out-of-school public, and each 
project must involve the use of the humanities resources 
unique to a library—its books, media, services and staff, 
with a view to continued and increased use of these 
library resources once the project is complete. 

The Public Library Program will make grants in support 
of humanities programs for the general public sponsored 
by all types of libraries, public, community college, 
university, special libraries, state library agencies and 
library association. There will be four deadlines a year for 
grant applications to the program: February 26, June 1, 
August 24 and November 19. For more information and 
the official guidelines, write Nancy Doyle Bolt, acting 
assistant director, PLP, NEH, 806 15th Street, N.W., 
M Street.

Special 
attention was given to the library’s outreach to the 
Hispanic community. This book is a combination of the 
original report and findings from further study into the 
activities of: (1) city libraries, outside of New York State, 
with Spanish-speaking clienteles and (2) small-town 
and/or suburban libraries in and out of the state. One of 
the points made is that “librarians must be much more 
sociologically oriented than formerly.” The activism 
portrayed in the book “may well insure the survival of the 
public library” despite budgetary threats. 


ENCYCLOPEDIA BUYING GUIDE: A 
CONSUMER GUIDE TO GENERAL ENCYCLO- 
PEDIAS IN PRINT. By Kenneth F. Kister. Bowker, 
1978. 


The first section includes Encyclopedias at a 
Glance: A Comparative Chart, which presents the 
36 encyclopedias in four broad user categories: Adult, 
Multi-volume; Adult, One and Two Volume: Young 
Adult; and Children.

REFERENCE AND INFORMATION SERVICES: 
A READER. Edited by Bill Katz and Andrea Tarr. 
Scarecrow, 1978. 


The editors have selected 37 recent articles with 32 of 
them published since 1973. The emphasis is not only on 
recency, but on reference processes rather than on forms 
of books. Two-thirds of the book includes articles on 
defining and plotting the reference inquiry, information 
brokers, and on computer applications of reference 
sources. Reference librarians and teachers of reference 
would do well to read or reread . 


History of Women in 
America 


Researchers may be interested in the Arthur and Eliza- 
beth Schlesinger Library on the History of Women in 
America, a research library at Radcliffe College which 
collects published and unpublished materials document- 
ing the contributions of women to life in the United 
States. 

The library subscribes to more than 200 periodicals and 
has almost 20,000 books and over 300 major manuscript 
collections providing source material on such topics as 
women’s rights and suffrage and social welfare and 
reform. 

Collections of personal and family papers include those 
of Susan B. Anthony, the Beecher-Stowe family, the 
Blackwell family, Charlotte Perkins Gilman, Alice Hamil- 
ton, Leonora O'Reilly and Jeannette Rankin. The library 
also has more than 10,000 photographs and other 
memorabilia.

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COSLA Adopts Legislative Proposal 


After two years of work and consideration, the Chief 
Officers of State Libraries adopted a legislative proposal 
concerning a Library Development and Network Act at a 
meeting held April 5 in Washington. D.C. 

Robert L. Clark Jr.. director of the Oklahoma Depart- 
ment of Libraries and chair of the COSLA Legislative 
Committee, said. “COSLA has come out in support of a 
national library agency and a national library act as a 
long-range goal.” The legislative proposal calls for a 
Library Development and Network Act, which can be 
measured against proposals coming out of the White 
House Conference on Libraries and Information Services 
next Fall. Clark said the proposal brings out the fact that 
only when the library is serving its primary clientele in an 
optimum way can shared resources be utilized to the 
fullest for the benefit of its citizens. 

The proposal was drafted earlier by the Committee on 


Library Appropriation Increased 


The House Appropriation Budget Committee has 
increased the appropriation for state aid to public libraries 
from the $665.000 requested by Governor Nigh to 
$750.000. The recommendation was made by Rep. Don 
Davis. In all probability, the bill will now go to the General 
Conference Committee on Appropriations for considera- 
tion. 

Robert L. Clark Jr.. director of ODL. expressed 
appreciation to the legislators and librarians who have 
actively sought legislation which would increase state aid 
to public libraries. Clark feels that public awareness of 
library needs and a receptive climate for library legislation 
has resulted from the Battelle Needs Assessment Study. 
Oklahoma's Governors Conference and through the 
activities of the Oklahoma Library Association on the 
legislative front. 


ODL Hosts Artist 


As part of its National Library Week celebration. and in 
commemoration of the fourth anniversary qf the 
dedication of its Allen Wright Memorial Building. the 
Oklahoma Department of Libraries held an autographing 
party for Native American artist Bert D. Seabourn on 
April 6 in the Oklahoma Room of the main library. 


Legislation which met at ODL in March. Chief Officers in 
attendance were: Clark. Oklahoma: William G. Asp. 
Minnesota: Jewel Drickamer. Rhode Island: Marcia 
Lowell. Oregon: Nettie B. Taylor. Maryland. and Carlton 
Taxton, Georgia. Dick Cheski. Ohio. was unable to 
attend. The proposal calls for five titles including network 
development, public library services, services to special 
constituencies, library planning and development and 
public library construction. Copies of the proposal are 
available from ODL. 

In other action, COSLA recommended a one-year 
extension of the Higher Education Act: that LSCA fund- 
ing remain at the same level and not be decreased as 
recommended by President Carter, and a resolution en- 
dorsing a national periodicals center was held for reconsi- 
deration since it received a tie vote. Oklahoma voted in 
favor of the resolution. 


Seabourn. who grew up in Purcell and now lives in 
Oklahoma City. is the subject of a new book entitled. 
“Cherokee Artist. Bert D. Seabourn,” by New Mexico 
writer, Dick Frontain. The book. which was printed in a 
limited edition of 1.500. is heralded as a signal 
recognition of one of Oklahoma's Native American 
artists. Seabourn counts himself one of the library's 
Success Stories” as he has used the library extensively to 
read up on Indian lore and legends which he uses in his 
paintings.

Mrs. J.C. “Nina” Pond 

“Starved for things to read,” is the way Mrs. J. Carl 
“Nina” Pond of Medford, describes her childhood. The 
old Pictorial Review, Home Companion and _ the 
Christian Herald were her earliest reading materials. 
Later, Mrs. Pond used to hitch up the old gray mare once 
every two weeks to get books at the small library in 
Argonia, KA. “It was limited, but nice,” she remembers. 
Nina Pond also read the many westerns her father and 
four brothers brought home. 

In 1922 at 17, Nina Pond was awarded a special 
certificate so she could begin teaching school, where she 
instilled her love of books in her pupils. She made the trip 
to Wellington County in Kansas to check books out for 
herself and for her students. 

Eight years later, Mrs. Pond began to promote libraries 
in a different way. As a reporter for the Pond Creek 
(OK.) Herald, she started writing about the need for a 
library and got 25 out for the first meeting. A Library 
Committee was formed. “We made a rule that every 
family that paid $1.00 could read 10 new books,” she 
reminisced. In those days, books only cost $2 and $3. 


In 1936, Mrs. Pond and her husband moved to 
Medford where he was editor of the Medford Patriot Star 
and Grant County Journal. She became interested in 
libraries again and served as chairman of the library board 
for many years. “I have always been enchanted with 
books and library work,” she commented and she still 
looks for news stories about her two favorite subjects to 
put in the local newspaper.

1-7 and throughout the year is “The Library Is Filled With 
Success Stories.” Anyone who knows Nina Pond, teacher, 
civic leader, newspaperwoman and confirmed bibliophile, 
knows she is one of the “success stories” emanating from 
Oklahoma libraries.

News From ALA 
Council Overuled 


By a vote of almost two to one, members of ALA 
overturned the one-vote-margin decision of its Council 
and voted to return to Chicago for the 1980 Midwinter, 
even if Illinois doesn’t ratify ERA. Out of 15,434 votes, 
9,597 voted to return to Chicago while 5,785 voted to 
uphold the Council’s decision to boycott non-ERA states.

State’s Secondhand Store 


Librarians who don’t mind being called “Secondhand 
Rose” may find some fantastic bargains at the Oklahoma 
State Agency for Surplus Property. Compliments of the 
federal government, a varied assortment of goods is 
assembled at surplus property centers over the country 
for sale at a tremendous discount to public agencies and 
non-profit institutions. Most libraries would qualify under 
one of these categories. 

Buyers must fill out an application for eligibility and 
have this application approved before gaining entry to 
Uncle Sam’s Secondhand Store. But once admitted, 
buyers are free to dip into this giant goodie bag at prices 
which are far below the bargain basement. 

“This is really a donation program,” says Homer L. 
Carter, director of Oklahoma’s Surplus Property Agency. 
“Everything comes from the federal government with 
some surplus from state agencies through Central 
Purchasing. We are non-funded, but we place a handling 
charge on everything we get for our services,” he 
continued. 

That’s the good news, and believe it or not, there is 
hardly any bad news. The only stipulation is that 
everything purchased must be put to use within a year 
after purchase and it must be used for a year before being 
disposed of. Also, there is a minimum charge of $5.00 
per purchase, and purchase must be paid for by institu- 
tion check. Shopping must be done in person and ex- 
cept in special cases, there is no delivery service. 

Some of the surplus items which libraries may be 
interested in include shelving (eight or nine semi-trucks 
full), In-Out boxes (10¢ each), carbon paper, typewriters, 
ribbons, a microfiche reader, duplicating ink, date stamp 
pad and ink, staples, Parker pen with cartridges, small 
mailing labels, multilith masters, sheets of cellophane, 
correction papers, envelopes, rolls of bubble packing 
materials, boxes, desk lamps, desks, tables, chairs, 
copiers, addressographs, etc., etc. 

A monthly newsletter lists items currently for sale. For 
instance, the March letter advertised everything from 
mittens at .10¢ a pair to parachutes for $20.00 each.

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State Aid Doubled byLegislature 


The 37th Oklahoma Legislature voted to more than 
double the amount of state aid for public libraries for fiscal 
year 1980, and approved almost $265,000 for a Records 
Center for the storage of state agency files. The appro- 
priation bill was signed into law by Governor George 
Nigh on May 17, 1979. 

State funding increased from $1,452,006 to 
$2,051,778. This increase includes a $665,000 appro- 
priation for state aid, which is up from $275,725 for FY 
79. As a result, public libraries may receive as much as 
twice the amount of state aid for FY 80 and per capita 
state aid for public libraries has been increased from 11 
cents to 26 cents. The new appropriation places 
Oklahoma only slightly behind her neighboring states in 
the amount appropriated for public libraries. 

The $265,000 appropriation for a Records Center is 
expected to add 21,504 cubic feet of storage for the 
Department's records mangement program. This will

Western Plains Library System was host to the 
Oklahoma Department of Libraries Board of Directors on 
May 17 at the System’s headquarters in Clinton. This was 
the first time the ODL Board has met outside Oklahoma 
City. 

The Board voted in July of last year to hold four of its

The total amount of state and federal funds allocated 
and appropriated for ODL during FY 80 is 
$3,593,043, up from $2,335,334 for FY 79.

ODL Accepts Grant 


Frank G. Burke, executive director of the Natidnial 
Historical Publications and Records Commission, 
National Archives and Records Service, has notified ODL 
Director Robert L. Clark Jr. that $6,108 has been set 
aside for an Oklahoma pilot survey of non-deposited 
records in selected counties of the state. The pilot project 
will be the basis for future program planning. 

In keeping with the guidelines from NHPRC, a 
substantial portion of the funds will be used for a 
consultant, who will develop and test the appropriate 
“goals, techniques, plan of work and budget” to be used 
for the pilot survey and then submit them to a field test in 
three selected counties, Pittsburg, Choctaw and 
McCurtain. The Survey will be administered through 
ODL’s Archives and Records Division. 


AMIGOS Goes It Alone 


The AMIGOS Bibliographic Council, Inc. will become 
an independent legal entity on July 1, when it separates 
from its parent organization, the Interuniversity Council 
of the North Texas Area and becomes a resource sharing 
network aimed at serving the Southwest United States. 
With the growth of AMIGOS in seven southwestern 
states, the parent body has relinquished control. 

AMIGOS. was established by the Interuniversity 
Council of the North Texas Area (IUC) with the assistance 
of a grant from the Sid Richardson Foundation for the 
purpose of bringing OCLC into the area. With the 
separation from IUC, AMIGOS will be governed by a 
Board of Trustees made up of nine librarians and three 
non-librarian. members. Several Oklahomans are 
members of this Board. 

With an operating budget in excess of $4,000,000, the 
AMIGOS Bibliographic Council, Inc. will be adding new 
staff members to include an associate executive director, 
a network systems analyst, another library liaison officer 
and support staff. 

On May 4, members voted to establish an AMIGOS 
Bibliographic Resource Center. Funding in the amount of 
$227,000 was approved for the first year of the Center. 
The ultimate goal of the Center will be to provide a fully 
integrated online catalog for the AMIGOS member 
libraries. The initial tasks to be accomplished in the first 
year of operation include: an expanded tape 
management program and production of COM catalogs 
for member libraries from the AMIGOS/OCLC multi- 
institutional tapes; a study to determine the optimum 
method for establishing and enforcing authority control 
over cataloging entries comprising the AMIGOS data 
base; and a study to assess the hardware and technical 
needs of AMIGOS.

Good 
From TV 


Grace Stephens 


Grace Stephens credits her recent promotion from 
librarian assistant to library technician at ODL to Talk- 
Back TV and the Library Science courses she took over 
the closed circuit television network. Although Grace 
worked in law reference, circulation and documents, 
most people associate her with ODL’s acquisitions 
department where she has worked for the past 10 years. 

When Grace arrived at ODL in October of 1964, she 
had little library experience and almost no formal library 
training. The idea of attending classes in library science 
hadn’t occurred to her until Ralph Hudson, then director 
of ODL, suggested that she go to school and become a 
Library Technician. This suggestion culminated 15 years 
later when Grace took and passed the test to become a 
Library Technician last May. 

Shortly after Hudson’s suggestion, Grace enrolled in 
Central State. Over the next two years, by taking night 
courses, she completed four semesters for 10 hours of 
credit. Then, she had to drop out of school because she 
was needed at home. 

The idea of completing her studies was always at the 
back of her mind and when Grace learned about the Talk 
Back TV program, she once again enrolled in school, For 
two mornings a week from 8-9 a.m., Grace attended 
classes at South Oklahoma City Junior College, a satellite 
receiving station for Talk Back TV, until she had com- 
pleted another eight hours. 

“Dell Hewey, our TV instructor, gives lots of Mee 
work,” Grace said, “but working at the library was really 
helpful and reference materials were readily available. 
Every course has related in some way to help me on the 
job. The course on audio-visuals really widened my 
vision and I found automation interesting because I use it 
every day with OCLC.” 

In addition to the promotion that she received, Grace 
feels that there are other benefits from her schooling. “I 
have completed my goal. | did exactly what I set out to do 
and I have a much better feeling about myself now. 
Besides, I know the library better and | feel that Il am a 
better and more valuable employee to ODL.” 

Although Grace wouldn't give her grade point 
average, she did admit that it was better than 3.5. “No 
C’s, but I slipped to a B a couple of times,” she said. Her 
grades helped her to finance the TV courses. Funds from 
the Dorothea Dale scholarship program started her off 
and then she won a scholarship from Oscar Rose Junior 
College for the rest of her courses. 

Grace hopes that more library employees will take 
advantage of the TV program. “If I can do it, anyone 
can,’ she says. “I have a different feeling about what] do, 
and | am already looking forward: to enrolling in more 
courses so I can complete the Library Technical Assistant 
curriculum.”

The city council of Coalgate has filed suit against all 14 
members of the board of directors of the Chickasaw 
Library System and its director Billee Day. The suit, 
which names as plaintiffs Atoka, Sulphur, Tishomingo, 
Healdton, Davis, Marietta and Wilson, arose from a 
conflict between the Coalgate City Council and the library 
system over who is responsible for paying the utilities on 
the new Coal County library building in Coalgate which 
was recently built by the city council with federal grant 
funds. Besides punitive damages, the suit also asks that a 
full accounting be made of the money paid by the 
respective plaintiff towns during the past five years for 
operation of the library buildings. Library officials closed 
the facility in February, but the district judge ordered the 
city to pay the bills and reopen the library. 

Dr. Bruce A. Shuman, associate professor at the OU 
School of Library Science, is the author of an article in 
the April, 1979 issue of Catholic Library World. In the 
article entitled, “Libraries in the Inner-City Global 
Village,” Shuman attempts to relate some of the theories 
of Marshall McLuhan to public library practice of today 
and tomorrow.

The Children’s 
Department of the Owen Sound Library (Canada) did 
this and found that exotics such as feather boas and top 
hats were most in demand. 

The Huron, SD Library promoted Children’s Book 
Week with a life-sized mannikin, fully dressed in a hockey 
playing outfit. If a local department store can donate a 
used mannikin or if you can purchase one for not too 
much, this could solve your year-round display 
problems. They dress the mannikin up in seasonal and 
theme variations such as a witch, a famous character, a 
fireman, etc. Their library even sponsored a “Name the 
Mannikin” contest among young patrons.

Action on Overdues 


The Mississauga library board in Ontario, Canada, 
facing an annual loss of $200,000 in unreturned books, 
has decided to bring a test case to court. An individual 
with more than $100 in overdue books will be selected 
for the first test case. 

And if kids aren’t reading anymore, the librarians at a 
Canadian high school library wonder how come 8,400 
books have disappeared from the shelves over the last 
five-years? Book disappearances have caused an $8,000 
electronic library security system to be installed. 

In Penrose, Colorado, a patron will spend 90 days in 
jail for keeping 130 library books out too long. The 
patron ignored a court order directing him to give the 
library $420 to replace the books. It is hoped the 
recalcitrant patron will be eligible for a “books by mail’ or a 
book service for “shut-ins” while incarcerated. 

Adapting successful credit card and check-cashing 
procedures, the Central Massachusetts Regional Library 
System has created a “Central Delinquency File” which 
keeps borrowers who are delinquent at one library from 
checking out books at another nearby library. The cards 
of out-of-town delinquent patrons are confiscated and 
mailed back to the library of origin. 

A new state law in Mississippi gives libraries the 
authority to prosecute delinquent patrons and the 
Knoxville-Knox County Public Library of Tennessee is 
using a computer hookup to send mailgrams via Western 
Union to alert patrons of overdues. 


Literacy Statistics 


President Carter, in his 1979 National Library Week 
proclamation, emphasized that literacy for all Americans 
is a basic priority of the government. Statistics indicate 
that: one out of every five high school seniors cannot do 
basic everyday reading tasks upon graduation; one out of 
every four incoming college freshman needs remedial 
help in reading and writing; 37 million adults cannot read 
a want ad, a job application or a newspaper, or 
comparison shop for value; and taxpayers support an 
$80 billion-a-year educational system which graduates 
large numbers of functionally incompetent adults. 

To develop and make recommendations on the library 
role in the literacy movement, a NCLIS-sponsored 
conference gathered some 200 specialists for 
informational input, and ALA recently sponsored three 
seminars in Denver, Bloomington, Ind., and Syracuse, 
NY, where a $132,000 grant from the Lilly Foundation 
enabled them to train 200 state and regional librarians on 
how to establish literacy programs for disadvantaged 
adults. 


Image Cancels 
Workshop 


The Oklahoma Image workshop scheduled for 
Tulsa July 13 and 14 has been canceled. The work- 
shop, designed to introduce Oklahoma materials 
for public programming will be held in Oklahoma 
City September 14 and 15 and again in Tulsa next 
March.

New Era for Yukon 


Yukon patrons began a new era of library service on 
June 1 when the city took over the operation of the local 
library. For 74 years, the library was operated by the 
Yukon Ladies Library Club and members of the club 
gave many hours of volunteer service to the community 
through their maintenance and fund-raising efforts. 

The library began as a club formed by a book agent in 
1905. For the first seven years, club members stored 
books in their homes. In 1915, the club incorporated, 
changed its name to the Yukon Ladies Library Club and 
bought a three-room brick home to house the library. 
That $4,500 purchase, plus an addition in 1956, still 
houses the library. 

Guest of honor at an open house held on Sunday, 
May 6th, was Mabel Fry, who retired as librarian last 
month after 48 years of service in the Yukon Library. 


Delegate Honored 


Helen Freudenberger Holmes, one of Oklahoma’s 
delegates to the White House Conference on Library and 
Information Services, was recently honored in Guthrie 
for her two years of work in assembling and preparing the 
materials for a 728-page first volume of the Logan 
County History. As chairman of the history committee, 
Holmes worked in association with the Logan County 
Extension Homemakers Council and the Logan County 
Historical Society. 

Holmes, who was the first WAAC from Oklahoma to 
serve during WWII and the former editor of the National 
Flying Farmer magazine, was honored at ceremonies 
before the distribution of the book. 


McKiernan to Choctaw 


Lester I. McKiernan has been named the new director 
of the Choctaw Nation Library System. McKiernan will 
begin his new duties July 1 at the System’s headquarters 
in McAlester. After receiving his MLS from the University 
of Alabama, McKiernan worked at the Friedman Public 
Library in Tuscaloosa and served as director of the 
Cahaba Regional Library in Clanton, Alabama. 
McKiernan is married and has two children.

The book is divided into 
two sections: the anthology of selections from the library 
literature and an annotated bibliography.

Goldstein. This is an edition collection of papers 
presented in Philadelphia in honor of the A. A. 
Centennial in 1976. 


School Libraries and Networks 


In an excerpt of a recent letter from Dr. Arthur L. 
Mallory, commissioner of elementary and secondary 
education, to Charles O’Halloran, Missouri state 
librarian, Mallory discussed the question of a school 
district entering into a library network whereby school- 
owned library materials would be shared with other 
libraries in the network. Mallory’s insight into this matter is 
particularly important to Oklahoma since ODL and the 
Department of Education have just recently entered into 
a cooperative venture between school and_ public 
libraries. 

Mallory wrote: “Although this matter has never been 
litigated nor has the Attorney General issued an opinion 
on this question, it appears that the statutes relating to 
cooperation by political subdivisions under contract are 
broad enough to permit such action. If school districts are 
to become associated in these networks, | feel quite sure 
that written contracts must be entered into and approved 
by the governing body of each entity involved. If this 
procedure is followed and if the contract is so drawn that 
the school-owned materials can be made available for use 
of the students of the district within a reasonable period of 
time, the chances of problems developing or of the 
procedure being questioned are minimal.” The quotation 
appeared in the April, 1979 issue of Show Me Libraries, 
the official publication of the Missouri State Library. 


Tulsa Featured

CELS Loses Funds 


At a planning retreat of the SWLA Executive 
Committee and state librarians in Tulsa during a May 
meeting, state agency heads agreed that the State Library 
Agencies did not wish to continue funding Continuing 
Education for Library Staffs in the Southwest services as a 
separate, identifiable regional effort. It was suggested that 
CELS seek other sources of funds and that SWLA 
members interested in continuing education assume 
individual responsibility for CELS activities. 

There was general agreement that CELS has been a 
principal contributor to the development of more 
sophisticated CE services in each state agency and state 
association. Regional literacy efforts aimed at identifying 
the role of libraries in helping to raise literacy rates in the 


Southwest were discussed, and the concept of a regional 
literacy effort was judged worthy of investigation by 
SWLA for future implementation by the Association. 

It was suggested that the state library agencies enter 
into a contract with SWLA from July 1, 1979 to June 30, 
1980 for the purpose of creating a comprehensive 
literacy plan for the Southwest. The contracts should 
insure that methods of providing literacy services to the 
state include, but not be limited to such elements as 
continuing education, research, legislative assistance, 
proposal writing, White House Conference on Libraries 
and Information Services followup as it pertains to 
literacy and clearinghouse services. 

The state agencies’ directors identified literacy as an 
area of high priority, but did not exclude their willingness 
to consider other cooperative ventures in the Southwest 
in response to members of SWLA.
